Latest reports on boll weevil in­ 
festation from the Division of En­ 
tomology A. and M. College, Dr. F. 
L. Thomas, chief, are as follows:

boll weevil infestation near W es­ 
laco is less than one-half of one 
per cent. 
One thousand squares 
were examined. 
Nueces County. May 17: In Feb­ 
ruary planted cotton 58 plants oc­ 
cupying 30 feet of row contained 
only 120 forms. 
Other early plant­ 
ed cotton in this territory shows 
signs of flea hopper injury' but 
the damage has lessened consid­ 
erably. and in most fields the plants 
are putting on squares. 
In cotton plantings which occur 
near mesquite boll 
weevils 
are 
causing squares to shed. 
On one 
farm near Corpus Christi poison­ 
ing will begin this week.
